Now that the Japanese war shipa ore 
having it all their own way in our Gulf, 
the question where thay ure convoying all 
tae transporte, which ara daily reported as 
passing up north, ia one which is asked 
frequently. As far as we can undorstand 
from the movements of the Japanese, which 
are pt presont kept very quiet, it is taoeir 
idea to take Port Arthur, wud after baying 
folfilled this task, and thus stationed 
themselves at ono of the most prominent 
points in the entrance to the Gulf of 
Peshili, they will probably lund their troope 
at Sbon-hai-kwan, where they ara already 
sapposed to have a footing.

Some people will now ask what nboot 
Wei-bai-weiand Chefoo?

We do not sea what beneiit it would be Lo 
them to attack Woi-hai-wei, It is a well 
fortified port, but could no doubt ba taken 
by some means if there would be any 
advantage in doing so. It would always 
mesn a great loss of men and ammunition 
on the enemy's side and if they should try 
to take it the direct way by foreing tham.

JAPANESE COAL IN HONGKONG, 

Altuough.it ie not easy to determina 
with any degree of precision how far tha 
futare of Japanese coal in Hongkong will 
be affected by the war, reports the Japanese 
Consul in that Colony to the Foreign 
Department, still so long us the relative 
value of gold and silver remains as at 
presont it will not bo difficult for Japanesy 
coal to recover the position it held in 
Hongkong prior to the outbreak of hastili- 
ties. With regard to the kinds of coal 
which attempt to compete with that of 
Jopan, Cardiff coal must bo acknowledged 
as unfit for daily consumption; unless 
indeed the ratio between gald and' silver 
becomes as ons to twenty; Tongking coal 
has the serious drawback that. ag myoh os 
70 or 90 per cont. pf-tho whale comes ing 
palyeriged condition. An experiment haa 
recently been mado in solidifying. this 
coal-dyst, but no particular. augoess is to 
be expected in that direction. Anstraling 
coal is now ontering into competition with 
the Japanese import in Hongkong. Coal 
merehants in -Australia are desirong of 
profiting by the present opportanity to 
extend thelr transactions to this port and 
Shanghai, and a considerable quantity hag 
already been brought up.
